and Flood. 


A NOTABLE OBITUARY ROLL 


Personal and Political Items—Mis- 


cellaneous Affairs Throughout the 
World—The Field of Sports—Loss 
of fcife l>y Accident, Shipwreck, 
Explosion and Fire—A Chronolog- 
ical Keview. 
The year 1903 has been memorable 


for the protouged drought early in the 
season for production, followed by 
phenomenal rainfall and destructive 
floods. During the first -week of June 
the state of Kansas suffered losses by 
floods aggregating $17,000,000 in mis- 
cellaneous property and $5,009,000 on 
crops destroyed. 
Hundreds of lives 


•were lost by flood disasters on the Mis- 
souri and Mississippi rivers. In South 
Carolina the June floods swept away 
two towns on the river Pacolet, caus- 
ing loss of life and damage amounting 
to $3,000,000. 


Following closely the flood disasters 


in America the world was startled by 
the cold blooded massacre of King Alex- 
ander and Queen Draga of Servia, to- 
gether with the Servian cabinet. The 
deed was perpetrated by a band of mili- 
tary revolutionists, who suffered only 
nominal punishment for their crime. 


The burning of a passenger train in 


the Paris subway, resulting in the 
hor- 


rible death of scores of imprisoned 
peo- 


ple, 
gave warning of the new danger 


•which the march of progiess- makes 
possible in crowded cities. The long 
impending and vexing question of the 
succession to the papal throne made 
yacant in July by the demise of Pope 
Leo XIII-, who lived one score and 
three years beyond the allotted age of 
man, 
was happily solved by the choice 


Of Giuseppe Sarto, patriarch" of Venice, 
a devoted, yet liberal minded, church- 
man. 
Earlier in the year Cardinal Par- 


rochi, chief candidate for succession to 
the papacy when it should become va- 
cant, lio,d been removed from the field 


Death also removed'from the world's 


stage during the year many men of 
advanced age whose activities lent bril- 
liancy to the era which produced them, 
notably Alexander Bain, the master of 
losric; Lecky, the English historian; 
Herbert Spencer, the philosopher, and 
Professor Tbeodor Mommsen, whose 
achievements in the domain of history 
earned for him the unique title, "the 
grand old man of Germany." Other 
noted deaths abroad -were Sagasta, the 
prime minister of Spain during the 
Spanish-American -war; Du Chaillu, the 
author and explorer; Whistler, the ec- 
centric but talented artist, and Arch- 
deacon Farrar, a distinguished English 
chiarebman and author. 


Three conspicuous literary lights of 


the past died during the year—Richard 
Henry Stoddard, the poet and critic; 
Charles Godfrey Leland (Hans Breit- 
mann) and B. L. Farjeon, the novelist. 
To. say that the creator of "John Ingle- 
sant" died during the year suggests to 
few readers of that classic romance the 
name of its author, Joseph Henry 
Shorthouse. 


The defeat of Shamrock III. by the 


Bellance in the race for the America's 
cap added one more to the half score 
of victories already .von by American 
defenders. 
On the turf the world's 


light harness records wore materially 
reduced by American horses. The trot- 
ting record of 2-02y4 was brought down 
to 2:00 -with a thud by Lou Dillon, soon, 
however, to be equaled by Major 
Del- 


mar Cresceus quickly beat the record 
down to 1-39-i. wlien Lo" Dillon once 
more lowered it to l:3SVi- 
Grave financial troubles have been 


experienced during the year. In 
mid- 


summer stocks fell and have rcmainc*! 
down, involving several large broker- 
age firms.

NEW YEAR'S DAY 
jr.- 


New Year's day as a holiday was in- 


vented, liiie so many other lasting in- 
stitutions, by the patricians of ancient 
Rome. v Though its significance has 
changed, its customs remain practically 
•what they were before imperial Cresar 
died and turned to clay. 
Noble Ro- 


mans on the 1st day of January in the 
year 1 A. D. arrayed themselves in 
clean shirts and togas and sallied forth 
to greet their Julias and Calpurnias 
with as much assurance as the young 
American of the last decade, in high 
hat and frock coat, started on his round 
of New Year's calls. 


The Romans, too, had their clubs., 


and on Naw Year's d&y their side-

boards flowed with Roman punch as 
the buffets of the clubs of today pour 
out libations of eggnog. The streets 
of Rome were as noisy on New Year's 
night as our streets are now on New 
Tear's eve, and many a Roman tacked 
through them in the wee small hours, 
singing the Latin prototype of "We 
'Won't Go Home Till Morning." while 
the Roman cop wielded his night stick 
•with all the gusto of the modern blue- 
coat 


New Tear's masqueraders were not 


wantin-r either, and we are told that 
one of the favorite amusements of the 
day was for the men to nttire them- 
selves as •« omen and the women to don 
masculine garments and thus parade 
the city's thoroughfares, to the disgust 
of the more dignified, though the sim- 
ilarity of the dress of the sexes must 
have deprived this proceeding of any 
v«ry scandalous features. Still the li- 
cense of the day, with its feasting aud 
drinking, so shocked the fathers of the 
early church that they chose Jan. 1 as 
the occasion of the celebration of the 
feast of the circumcision of our Lord 
and called upon the faithful to congre- 
gate in the cburcbes and by their pious 
example to shame the pagan revelers. 
That the revelers were not sufficiently 
dbamed is? shown by the fact that as 
late as 537 A. T>- the council of Tours 
specifically condemned the pagan ob- 
Bervance of Xew Tear's day, by that 
time further corrupted through the in- 
troduction of Druidical rites from the 
provinces of Gaul and Britain. 


The custom of celebrating the firs 


day of tbe year as the feast of the two 
fnced s«!- Janus, and Strenia. the god- 
dess of gifts, was introduced into Rome 
by Tatian, king of the Sabians, a friend 
Of Romulus, but it was not until the 
reformation of the calendar Lv Julius 
Caesar tbat Jan. 1 became the fixed 
date of this event. On this day tbe 
priests sacrificed to Janus on twelve 
altars, from which sacrifices they drew 
prognostications for the ensuing twelve 
months. The practices of exchanging 
gifts and visits and almost alJ the New 
Year's day customs as we know liieni 
Trcre gradually incorporated into the 
feast of Janus and Sirenia.
